Clder,
mote particularly, contuined quite as much
alcohol as this harmiess bevernge which the
tyrannical minority were trylng to shut down
upon. Was it not, after all, a result of a bigoted
attempt to retain intact the Amerlean idea of a
Babbath ? That Idea, I 1t were strlietly carried
out, would interdict the printing or selling of
newspapers, the ruoning of cars and all travel-
ling conveyances, the koeplng open of atores or

 ptalls for purposes of traflic, or the doing of
thousand and one things which the necessitlos of
a higher plane of civilizatlon hove pronouneced
barmless. The impression golned from the dis-
ocourses of the varlous speakers wos that they
had come primed with the best lagor the season
could afford, and that the Germans, carrying out
in & way most consonant to \helr temperameonts
the old Puoritan idea, demanded, not freedom to
womship God as they pleased, but freedom toswal
low a8 much beeras they dealre ona Sunday.
